The  London  Times  snys  of  this  lady: 
Of  her  personal  history  but  little  is  known 
to  the  public  than  that  she  was  the  wife  of 
Charles  Arthur  Gore,  of  the  First  life-jruards; 
'  -  that  at  the  time  of  her  death  she  had  attain- 
ed the  ajrc  of  sixty-one;  and  that  she  was 
one  of  the  most  brilliant  women  of  her 
time,  whose  talk  overflowed  with  epigram 
and  jest,  and  whose  most  commonplace  re 
/mnrltB  were  more  witty  than  the  best  wit  of 
others.  Her  literary  career  is  better  known, 
although  she  departs  from  among  us  at  a 
time  when  it  is  least  appreciated.  Her  de- 
scriptions of  fashionable  liie  are  not  so  high- 
ly estimated  now  as  they  were  when  that 
species  of  novel  had  a  certain  amount  of 
originality,  nor  as  they  will  be  hereafter, 
when,  through  the  mere  lapse  of  time,  her 
descriptions  will  attain  somewhat  of  the  dig- 
nity of  historical  pictures.  For  the  moment 
we  are  tired  of  fashionable  novels,  and  in- 
clined, perhaps  to  underrate  the  great  mis- 
tress of  the  art.  But  if  any  one  will  sit  down 
quietly  to  consider  what  Mrs.  Gore  has  done, 
and  how  she  has  done  it,  he  cannot  escape 
having  a  very  exalted  opinion  of  her  powers. 
She  has  written  from  sixty  to  seventy  difl'er- 
cnt  works,  extending  to  nearly  two  hundred 
volumes.  Her  various  publications  followed 
one  another  with  inconceivable  rapidity; 
sometimes  at  the  rate  of  a  volume  a  month. 
A  catalogue  of  her  books — most  of  them 
written  at  utmost  speed — would  fill  this  col- 
umn. But  the  tnost  remarkable  point  of  all 
this  fertility  is  that  in  the  200  volumes  there 
is  scarcely  to  be  found  one  dull  page.  Mrs. 
Gore's  wit  was  inexhaustible.  It  might  not  al 
ways  be  wit  of  the  highest  order,  but  it  wascer 
tainly  not  that  cheap  wit  which  is  obtained 
in  any  quantity  from  the  torture  of  words. 
Whether  she  wrote  a  poem  or  a  play,  a  novel 
or  a  sketch,  the  composition  was  always 
above  mediocrity.  And  then  for  the  matter 
— it  was  interesting  while  it  was  new,  and  it 
will  be  interesting  when  it  is  old.  Some  fu- 
ture Macauley  will  turn  to  her  pages  tor  a 
perfect  picture  of  lile  as  we  find  it  in  the  up- 
per crust  of  society.  Every  phase  of  it  whi 
it  was  possible  for  a  woman  to  handle,  s 
•  has  depicted  with  a  minute  fidelity  which  has 
all  the  merit  of  a  first  rate  collection  of  phr> 
tographs.  Her  works  will  often  be  referred 
to  as  those  of  the  best  novel  writer  of  her 
class,  and  the  wittiest  woman  of  her  age.

Senate. -Jlr.  King  presented  a  number  of ,  H  w  b  b!ooj  ^ 
petitions,  signed  by  thousands  nf  persons, ' 
■  n  favor  of  the  Constitution,  as  it  is,  and  the 
enforcement  of  the  laws. 

Mr.   Foster  presented  several  petitions  in 
favor  of  the  Border  States'  resolutions. 

The  Postorlice  Appropriation  Bill  was  ta- 
ken up. 

The  amendment  of  the  Committee  on  Fi- 
nance being  under  consideration,  by  consent, 
Mr.  Crittenden,  Irom  the  Select  Committee 
On  the  propositions  adopted  by  the  Peace 
Conference,  offered  a  report  recommending 
the  adoption  of  that  proposition. 

Mr.  Seward  said  that  the  Senator  from  Il- 
linois (Trumbull)  and  himself  formed  a  mi- 
nority on  that  Committee,  and  wished  to 
submit  a  substitute,  but  the  majority  thought 
it  was  not  expedient ;  so  he  asked  leave  to  sub- 
mit a  joint  resolution  in  his  own  name,  in 
which  the  Senator  from  Illinois  concurred, 
that 

Whereas,  the  Legislatures  of  Kentucky, 
Illinois,  and  New  Jersey  have  appealed  to 
Congress  to  call  a  Convention  for  proposing 
amendments  to  the  Constitution,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  other  States  be  invited 
to  take  the  subject  under  consideration,  and 
to  express  their  will  on  the  subject  to  Con- 
gress, in  pursuance  of  the  fifth  article  of  the 
Constitution. 

Mr.  Hale  objected  to  the  consideration  of 
the  report  to-day. 

Mr.  T)oolittle  said  that  it  was  a  mistake 
that  Wisconsin  had  sent  delegates  to  the 
Convention.  He  had  a  proviso  which,  at 
the  proper  time,  he  should  oiler  to  the  lir.jt 
section  of  the  amendment  proposed  by  the 
Convention,  to  the  effect,  and  on  the  express 
condition,  that  no  Stale,  or  any  part  thereof, 
heretofore  admitted  or  herealter  admitted, 
shall  have  power  to  withdraw  from  the  Uni- 
ted States,  and  that  the  Constitution  be  the 
supreme  law  of  the  land,  anything  contain- 
ed in  any  Constitution  or  ordinance  of  any 
Stale  or  Legislature  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing. 

The  report  and  amendments  and  joint 
resolution  were  ordered  to  be  printed  and 
laid  over. 

Mr.  Trumbull  presented  the  credentials  of 
Mr.  Lane,  Senator  elect  from  Indiana. 

Mr.  Trumbull  reported  from  the  Commit- 
tee appointed  to  wait  upon  the  President  and 
Vice  President  elect. 

Mr.  Lincoln  said :  '  With  deep  gratitude 
to  my  countrymen  for  these  marks  of  confi- 
dence, and  with  great  mistrust  on  my  p;irt  to 
discharge  the  duty,  even  in  favorable  cir- 
cumstances, now  rendered  doubly  difficult 
by  the  existing  national  perils,  but,  with  a

-Mr.  Hamlin  said  :  Flease  communicate  to 
the  two  Houses  of  Congress  my  acceptance 
of  the  trust  confided  in  me  by  a  generous 
people,  and  while  the  position  was  neither 
sought  nor  desired,  I  am  truly  gratified  for 
the  confidence  reposed  in  me,  and  deeply 
sensible  of  the  obligation  imposed,  it  shall 
be  my  effort  to  discharge  my  duty  in  such  a 
manner  as  shall  subserve  the  interests  of  the 
whole  country. 

Mr.  Mason  ofl'ered  an  amendment  to  the

One  o'clock  arrived.

Mr.  Wilson's  amendment  was  adopted — 21 
against  19. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Gwin  the  amendment 
was  reduced  to  $100,000  by  a  vote  of  29 
against  14. 

The  Senate,  by  a  vote  of  25  against  14, 
went  into  Executive  Session. 

The  Senate,  after  the  Executive  session, 
resumed  the  consideration  of  the  Postoffice 
bill.

The  4th  of  Mnrili  A.  U.  1SG1. 

This  day  completes  the  most  disastrous 
Presidential  term  which  it  has  ever  been  the 
fate  of  these  United  States  to  have  witnessed ; 
and  although  the  President  who  is  to  be  in- 
augurated to-day  is  looked  upon  with  aver 
sion  by  the  renders  of  this  paper,  yet  the  dis 
gust  inspired  by  his  predecessor  is  so  thor 
ough  as  almost  to  prepare  the  country  to 
submit  without  murmur  to  anything  which 
«n  angry  heaven  may  inflict  upon  it,  so  it 
be  n  relief  from  the  imbecile  old  man,  who 
takes  his  departure  for  Wheatland  to-day. 
There  is  nothing  in  all  history  more  melan- 
choly than  the  cortege  which  will  wind  its 
way  Irom  the  White  House,  this  4th  day  of 
March.  Not  George  III  in  his  his  old  age. 
and  in  his  blindnessand  with  his  reason  gone, 
after  having  dismembered  his  empire  by  his 
obstinacy  and  his  folly;  not  Boabdil  el 
Chico,  as  he  stood  upon  the  summit  of  the 
Alpuxarras  and  gave  "the  iast  sigh  of  the 
Moor  "  toward  the  beautiful  palaces  of  Gren- 
ada which  he  had  lost  forever  by  his  weak- 
ness; not  even  Lear,  in  the  touching  fiction 
of  the  singer  of  Avon,  as  he  wanders  forth  in 
the  pittilcss  storm  from  the  home  of  his  ingrate 
daughters,  appeals  more  powerfully  totlicfeel- 
ingsof  the  philanthropist,  than  does  tilt  situa- 
tion of  the  poor  old  man  who  this  day  leaves 
the  chair  he  has  so  unworthily  filled  for  the 
la6t  four  years.  If  he  has  a  spark  of  sensi- 
bility left  to  his  callous  conscience,  he  must 
reflect  upon  the  prosperity  of  the  country  up- 
on his  induction  into  oliice — a  land  smiling 
with  peace  and  plenty;  with  coffers  filled  to 
repletion,  and  a  credit  oommanding«a  high 
premium  in  all  the  markets  of  the  world  : 
with  a  commerce  that  whitened  every  sea 
with  the  richest  argosies,  and  penetrated  the 
most  distant  islands oT  ocean  with  its  energy  : 
with  harvests  of  such  abundance  as  to  feed 
and  clothe  the  redundant  millions  of  the  old 
world;  a  peaceful  refuge  for  the  oppressed 
of  every  clime;  with  railroads  sufficient  to 
girdle  the  earth  at  the  equator  with  an  un- 
broken track,  and  telegraphs  and  schools 
and  all  the  material  prosperity  with 
which  Heaven  ever  blessed  a  bounte- 
ous land.  Such  is  but  a  faint  conception  of 
the  aspect  of  our  country  on  that  memorable 
4th  of  March,  1S57,  that  inaugurated  the 
Presidency  of  James  Buchanan;  and  such 
will  his  memory  bring  back  to  him  as  he 
gazes  upon  that  magnificent  Capitol  which 
he  may  never  see  again,  but  which  may  yet 
be  deluged  in  blood  by  fratricidal  war  caused 
if  not  by  his  treasonable  designs,  by  his  im- 
becility and  weakness. 

Let  U6  by  contrast  see  what  is  the  condi- 
tion of  our  beloved  country  on  this  other  in- 
augural day,  and  as  it  must  appear  to  him 
departing.  The  confederacy  is  dismember- 
ed, and  in  the  stead  of  our  mighty  empire, 
beloved  at  home  and  respected  abroad,  we 
have  a  provisional  government  at  the  South 
and  warring  factions  tearing  the  vitals  of  the 
republic;  many  brave  officers  of  the  army 
thinking  treason  to  the  General  Government 
a  patriotism  to  the  States;  a  dominant  party 
refusing  all  concession  and  compromise,  and 
seizing  the  reins  of  government  as  a  re- 
morseless enemy  would  seize  a  conquered 
province;  all  commerce  suspended;  all  cred 
it  destroyed;  all  confidence  annihilated;  a 
bankrupt  Treasury  ;  a  deficient  revenue,  and 
a  moral  obliquityy  settling  on  the  minds  of 
men,  and  we  seem  to  be  fulfilling  the  "abom- 
ination ofdesolation,"  spoken  of  by  Daniel  the 
prophet,  and  near  that  time  when  we  should 
"flee  to  the  mountains,  for  surely  great  afflic- 
tion awaiteth  this  people.'' 

Gen.  Twiggs. — The  telegraph  informs  us 
that  the  name  of  Gen.  Twiggs  has  been 
stricken  from  the  army  roll  as  that  of  "  a 
coward  and  traitor." 

Gen.  Twiggs  basely  surrendered  his  com- 
mand to  the  Texas  secessionists,  and  handed 
over  all  the  government  property,  amounting 
in  value  to  millions  of  dollars,  to  his  captors. 
He  committed  this  act  of  palpable  treason 
after  he  knew  that  he  had  been  superseded 
by  Gen.  Waide  in  command  of  the  Texas 
forces.  It  could  not  have  been  cowardice, 
because  at  the  time  there  was  not  a  man  un- 
der arms  in  the  service  of  the  secessionists. 


How  they  Revolutionized  Texas. 

We  are  permitted  to  publish  the  following 
from  a  reliable  citizen  of  Texas,  to  a  distin- 
guished gentleman  of  this  city.  It  gives  an 
insight  into  the  modus  operandi  of  the  seces- 
sion farce : 

Austin,  Texas,  Feb.  9,  1861. 

Dear  Sir:  So  far  everything  has  been  car- 
ried by/or«  or  fraud,  regardless  of  laws  and 
the  Constitution.  Yet  we  shall  now  contest 
every  inch  of  ground  ;  and  if  we  had  time  to 
canvass  the  State  could  save  it  from  follow- 
ing into  treasonable  rebellion  at  the  tail  of 
the  old  lory  State  of  South  Carolina. 

The  legislature  will  adjourn  to-day,  to  meet 
again  the  18th  of  March.  I  wish  to  give 
you  a  few  facts  showing  how  our  present 
dangerous  and  disreputable  condition  was 
effected.  Let  our  friends  in  Tennessee  and 
Kentucky  read: 

1.  We  have  122  counties. 

2.  There  was  neither  a  constitutional  nor 
legal  call  made  for  the  Convention,  but  some 
sixty  persons  met  and  called  upon  the  people 
to  elect  delegates. 

3.  You  will  see  by  the  printed  address 
sent  you,  which  is  signed  by  many  of  our 
most  prominent  citizens,  that  "nearly  half  the 
coi  n  ies  he'd  no  election,  and  were  wholly  un- 
represented, and  H»  many  others  only  a  few 
votes  were  polle  ,  partial  notices  only  being 
given,  and  the  whole  proceeding  considered 
illegal  and  unconstitutional. 

4.  I  give  a  few  instances  of  counties  hold- 
ing no  election:  1st.  Old  Nacogdoches,  the 
late  residence  of  Gen.  Bush,  with  1,023  legal 
voters.  2d.  Lamar;  with  1,123  voters.  3d. 
Blanco;  with  1,139  voters.  4th.  Cherokee; 
with  1,044  voters.  5th.  Fannin;  with  1,183 
voters,  &c. 

0.  The  following  counties  were  represent- 
ed :  1st.  Anderson,  with  1,003  voters  ;  only 
3S7  vo'ed.  2d.  Bastrop,  7(50  voters;  153  vot- 
ed. 3d.  Collin, 1,110  voters;  211  voted.  4th. 
Grayson,  1,217  ;  280  voted.  5th.  Hays,  200 
voters;  07  voted.  6th.  Jackson,  200  voters  ; 
40  voted.  7th.  Lampasas,  285  voters  ;  50  vot- 
ed. 8th.  Red  River,  879  voters ;  60  voted. 
9th.  Travis,  1,011  voters;  342  voted.  This 
county,  you  will  remember,  baa  Austin  with- 
in its  limits. 

This  mob  Convention,  1st,  passed  an  ordi- 
nance of  secession;  2d,  sent  commissioners 
to  the  Montgomery  Congress;  3d,  passed  a 
law  to  have  an  election,  without  sufficient 
time  given  to  notify  half  the  voters  of  the 
State,  and  then  adjourned  tovieet  again  on  the 
2d  day  of  March — only  one  week  after  the 
proposed  election.  Now,  with  our  immense 
territory,  in  mid  winter,  with  lew  mail  facili- 
ties, and  no  telegraph  lines,  every  man,  not 
an  idiot,  looks  upon  the  whole  matter  as  a 
base  fraud  upon  the  people.  A  few  restless 
and  reckless  political  pirates  are  thus  plung- 
ing our  Empire  State  into  revolution  and 
ruin.
